The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Mao et al., Hayashi et al., and Chen et al., taken 
individually or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention wherein at least said first 
magnetic layer comprises Gd and said fourth magnetic layer comprises Tb and/or Dy; and 
wherein each of said first magnetic layer and fourth magnetic layers has an easy axis of 
magnetization along a perpendicular direction to a film plane, and a second magnetic layer and 
the third magnetic layer have a greater spin polarization than the first magnetic layer and the 
fourth magnetic layer.
